In H#emoriam 


The death of Miss Aileen Driscoll in March of 
this year brought a feeling of personal loss to stu- 


dents and teachers of Victoria Composite High 
School, and to the hundreds of alumni whose 
privilege it had been to know her. 


Miss Driscoll came to Victoria High fifteen years 
ago to teach in the school where she herself had 
been a student. She was happy to teach French 
with Miss Teskey, who had inspired her first at- 
tempts to speak the language, and from whose 
classes she had gone on to major in French “cum 
laude” at the University of Alberta. 


After graduation Miss Driscoll had decided fo 
become a teacher and spent several happy years 
at Llanarthney School for Girls. During this time 
there was an interlude in France, when she gained 
a strong affection for that country and a deep inter- 
est in its culture. There followed years of teaching 
at Garneau Junior High School, and then Victoria 
Composite High School. 


After the war, Miss Driscoll spent a year in 
France, studying speech at the Sorbonne; and gain- 
ing her diploma in the teaching of phonetics. She 
spoke French fluently, and was a charter member 
of the Edmonton Branch of the ‘Alliance Francaise”. 


Miss Driscoll had a wide circle of French friends in 
Edmonton and did much to foster an interest in 
bi-lingualism. With Miss Teskey she convened ‘Le 
Petit Cercle Francais'’ which met for luncheon 
once a month at the Corona Hotel. Members were 
Edmonton teachers, and others interested in speak- 
ing French. A number of devoted French friends 
were also members, and the group had had many 
happy reunions. Not long before her death Miss 
Driscoll was planning for the Centieme Reunion, 
which should have been held in May but will now 
be held in September. 


Miss Driscoll was a member bof the University 
Women's Club, and represented Edmonton at the 
1950 International Conference in Switzerland. She 
was also a member of the Alberta French Teachers’ 
Association and served as a member of the Cur- 
ticulum Sub-Committee on French. 


In 1953, when Mr. C. O. Hicks retired as prin- 
cipal of Victoria High after forty-one years service 
with the school, Miss Driscoll acted as a member of 
the Committee of Alumni which arranged a reunion 
to honor Mr. Hicks. Her committee undertook to 
contact every graduate of the school, and Miss 
Driscoll prepared a book of names of alumni who 
responded generously to establish the C. O. Hicks 
Scholarship, which is given annually to the most 
outstanding graduate of the school to enter univer- 
sity. Miss Driscoll acted as a member of the com- 
mittee to select the successful candidate each year. 


Miss Driscoll’s dedication to teaching was an 
inspiration to all who knew and worked with her. 
In early childhood she had suffered poliomyelitis, 
and had to wear heavy braces during her early 
school years. With great courage she overcame 
this handicap; and again when eight years ago 
she suffered a crippling form of arthritis, those who 
knew her marvelled at the indomitable courage 
with which she met life. 


She has shaped the lives of many persons, for 
she always had a personal interest in her students. 
She knew that much work and self-discipline were 
necessary to master a foreign language and she 
was insistent that high standards could and must 
be achieved. 


Truly this cultured lady with her Irish wit and 
charm, her indomitable will and rare courage will 
live in the memory of many. 


Our deepest sympathy goes to her brother and 
sister in their great loss.

Is an acquaintance a true friend, who en- 
courages you to do things which your better 
self tells you are wrong? Would a true friend 
call you ‘“‘chicken” if you refused to smoke, or 
drink, or take unnecessary chances with your 
car in traffic? Your good sense will tell you that 
such people are not friends at all. Have the cour- 
age to break with ‘em once and for all, and 
seek other compar co. ship before you lose your- 
self completely. 

Hear what an Emperor of Japan once said 
and apply it to yourself: 


“The water placed in goblet, bowl, or cup 
Changes its form to its receptacle; 

And so our plastic souls take various shapes 

And characters of good or ill, to fit 

The good or evil in the friends we choose. 
Therefore, be ever careful in your choice of friends,

That drives you ever to fair wisdom’s goal.”

It is a very difficult task for one person to express 
for so many, what our high school will always mean 
to us. I can only hope to put into words a little of 
what we all carry in our hearts at this time of such 
great happiness and just a little sorrow. 


Our modern society demands more of the school 
than has any other before it. Sweeping changes have 
taken place in the past few years that have acceler- 
ated the tempo of our lives to a breathless pace.

All will not be easy for any one 
of us, but I believe that this class, having been a 
part of the substance that is Vic, will always find the 
courage to keep going and never lose sight of that 
goal.

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AWARDS SYSTEM 


The Awards system of Victoria Composite recognizes students who 
have achieved outstanding leadership in academic, athletic, and extra-cur- 
ricular activities. The highest awards in the school are the Citizenship 
Awards. These are the C. O. Hicks award for boys and the J. P. Page 
award for girls, presented to two grade XII students on the basis of their 
services to the school during their high school years. 

Academic awards are given for outstanding achievement in curricular 
work. An Academic Award is presented to students having obtained an 
average of 80% or more on the Christmas and Easter reports. The Special 
Abilities Award recognizes superior ability in the shop, business education 
and fine arts field. The academic, special abilities, and special awards 
consist of pins suitably engraved. 

The Tom Davies Memorial Trophy is awarded to the boys of the 
intramural sports group obtaining the highest number of “trophy points” 
as allocated in the awards system. The trophy include all organized house- 
league competitions. 

The Athletic-Major Award, recognizes those players of outstanding 
ability who have played on teams in interscholastic competition. The 
award is an “eight inch’’ white chenille “V'’ which is worn on the awards 
sweater. The Athletic-Minor Award, a four-inch “V"’, is for those players on 
any interscholastic team who have been excellent players, but who have 
not qualified for the Athletic-Major Awards. 

The Activities Awards (major and minor) are considered as special 
awards for outstanding contribution to the school in activities, including 
both cultural and athletic administration. 

The Major Award includes activities such as lead parts in high-calibre 
plays and musicals and other comparable activities. Outstanding work on 
any publication, administrative and executive efforts connected with the 
Student's Council, houseleague and club activities involving interscholastic 
participation are also included. 

The Activities-Minor Award is intended to give recognition to students 
of noticeable merit in the above fields. The Major and Minor Activties 
Awards are red Old English ‘V's’ eight inches and four inches in height 
respectively. 

Winners of Academic, of Special Pins, and Activity or Athletic crests are 
qualified to buy award sweaters. The pins and chenilles must be worn on 
award sweaters only. All club crests and insignia must be worn on school 
sweaters only.

Award winners receive recognition of demonstrated capacity for all 
phases of leadership, academic and citizenship skills.
